In pre-season play, Sweetwater played the Komets of the Western 
League who were favorites to inherit the throne from the 1972 CIF 
football champs. The game ended at a 6-6 stalemate. A week later, 
Sweetwater did battle with Mt. Miguel’s Matadors. The Matadors 
scored the game’s first 13 points but the Red Devils fought back to 
win at 20-13. The annual Metro League “mis-match” occured on the 
fifth of October at the Crusader’s field. A new face was added to the 
Red Devil’s lineup, fullback John Balough. Balough, a sophomore, 
defected to Sweetwater from Castle Park and rushed for over 100 
yards in his debut. All of the Red Devil’s scores in the 31-6 victory 
came on the ground except for two field goals by Su-hi’s place-kicker, 
Jaime Ramos.

October 12 saw the annual “Big Game of the 
South Bay.” The two teams matched were the 
perennial powerhouses of Metro football; 
Sweetwater, defending CIF and Metro Champs 
and Castle Park, whom, by some, were expected 
to take this year’s Metro crown. Castle Park’s 
coach Gil Warren conferred with two college 
football coaches to refine his Trojan defense. 
The result: A Trojan upset over the Red 
Devils. The loss snapped a string of 28 unbeaten 
league contests, the last loss coming from the, 
Trojans in 1969 by a 41-0 margin; 16 
consecutive league victories, coming after a tie 
with Castle Park in a 14-14 deadlock in 1971; 
and a 15 game unbeaten streak dating back to 
last season which included four former county 
champs. Sweetwater’s tally came by a thirty 
yard aerial from Ron Schrader to Jason Dunn. 
Schrader then passed for the two point 
conversion. The Devils were forced to punt in 
the fourth quarter. The punt fell short, covering 
only 23 yards to the Devil 38. With :51 seconds 
remaining, the Trojan’s QB connected with his 
receiver for the go-ahead score. Although the 
Devils had last possession of the ball, they 
couldn’t generate enough offense to recapture 
the lead.

Sweetwater 
retaliated with an 11 yard burst by John Balough, and Jaime Ramos’ kick put the 
Devils ahead at 7-6. The Devils upped their lead to 13-6 as Nard Labo came 
crashing in the endzone from four yards out. Again Bonita’s Coahren narrowed the 
margin by rolling out to his left side and gliding in for the score. The Devils’ 
quarterback, Ron Schrader, passed to Lenny McNeil from 18 yards for a 
touchdown strike. Balough pulled in a pass from Schrader for the two point 
conversion which turned out to be the winning margin. Mike Coahren came back 
on the scene with a one yard plunge plus a pass to Mike George for a touchdown 
and two point conversion respectably. This put the Barons behind by only one. An 
interception by Steve Nosal stopped the Barons from scoring again.

Something happened in the race for the 
Metro title this year that hasn’t happened 
in some time. The race came down to the 
wire, you could say it was a photo-finish, 
one of those “last game of the season” 
games. The two vying for the crown were 
Mar Vista and Sweetwater. The game was 
set up by way of four upsets during the 
regular season: Mar Vista 13-Castle Park 
6; Castle Park 12-Sweetwater 8; Hilltop
